The 


young idea is cramped, not qultivated, 
by bavjng to memorize page afteV page 
of what seems to the learner utterly un- 
meaning rules abtjut case, tense, and 
mood, syntax and prosqdy 
The thing 


learned by a child studying grammar 
does him little good, aad the tame 
wasted might have been used tfl good 
purpose iu some other way. The Cm* 
jinnati teachers, at a recent meeting, 
compared a number of compositions, 
some of them written by scholars who 
bad been carefully drilled in technical 
grammar, and some by scholars who had 
learned grammar only by -reading and 
copying masterpieces of English litera- 
ture. The former ware asinoorrecl, 
technically, as the latter, and the latter 
were written in a better style than the 
former. This tends to show what many 
other teachers have claimed, that the 
only sensible way to teach grammar is 
to make pupils familiar with the choice 
language of great authors 
They then 


imbibe a good style, unconsciously, 
and Write well, because, the phraseology, 
of Thackeray and Hawthorne is fresh 
in their minds, notbecause they know 
that a nominative is the subject of a 
verb, or that the conditional subjunctive 
is the proper form of a verb to express 
doubt. Many will wish Cincinnati in- 
structors succews in their good work. 
That it is better for a child to study 
Oliver Goldsmith than Lindley Murray
